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Notes from the Selectmen 


We welcome this opportunity to comment on the progress of 1960 
and to make our suggestions for future actions. 


Roads continue to be a major aspect of our town activity. In 1959 
our TRA money was spent in the rebuilding of about a mile of the 
North Wilmot road. This year that section was graveled and 
surfaced. After the asphalt mix was completed a small surplus 
remained to our credit so preliminary work was started on the 
3/10ths of a mile remaining to the fork with the Eagle Pond road. 
This year we plan to continue onto Teel Hill after sealing the road 
which was topped last summer. Not as much basic preparation 
will be needed on this section since Teel Hill was the object of the 
1952-1953 TRA project. We will have slightly more money to work 
with but it will probably not be possible to finish the entire hill 
this summer. 


The relocation of Route 11 in Wilmot Flat should be completed 
this summer and the old road returned to the town for main- 
tenance. The State has promised to turn it over in good shape so 
our only new costs in the immediate future will be for snow re- 
moval. When the state bought the right-of-way for the new road 
they paid the sum of $201 for the relocation of the ball field. This 
money is being held by the Selectmen and will be expended in the 
spring for the above purpose. 


We have had a great deal of road repair in excess of the usual 
maintenance due to the flood of 1959. This year has seen a great 
deal of bridge repair not falling within the scope of the Bridge 
Fund. Both the Town Hall and the Sutton Road bridge were 
replanked. Stringers and planks both were replaced on the Chase 
Pond bridge in addition to repairs on a number of our smaller 
bridges. 


The Remington Bridge on the Sutton Road was completed this 
year. This accounted for about $1,200 of our available $1,500. It is 
an excellent piece of work and should be care free for many years. 
No new projects are contemplated for the coming year in order 
that the funds may accumulate again. 


The appropriation for the Town Dump was overspent this year due 
to the necessary enlargement of the water hole and the fire lane. 
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This has reduced the fire hazard to such an extent that yearly 
brush cutting should be sufficient in the near future. The new 
entrance to the dump from Route 11 should do much to reduce the 
mud hazard at the gate. We hope you will all join in trying to keep 
the dump cleaner by refraining from using the sides of the dump. 


It is of serious concern to the present Selectmen that the Town of 
Wilmot has been carrying an indebtedness to the Trust Funds for 
many years. You have paid interest to date in the amount of 
$2, 754.23. These notes were taken out “In anticipation of taxes”’ 
in 1939, 1941, and 1947. We believe and so recommend in the 
warrant that the principal should be reduced as quickly as possible. 
Our suggestion is $1,500 annually for three years. This year we 
paid the last of the notes for the NH Turnpike bridge so it seems 
a good time to start on this obligation. 


The Selectmen, along with many of the townspeople, are far from 
content about the upkeep of the town cemeteries. Many difficulties 
including that of labor to do the work, present themselves. The 
town needs to integrate its efforts more closely with those of the 
Trust Funds which are for designated plots. Together we should be 
able to improve and maintain the general appearance of the ceme- 
teries. We have recommended an increase in our budget from $30 
to $100. Certainly cemeteries are a reflection of town pride and 
ours should be no exception. 


The Selectmen have enjoyed very helpful cooperation with all 
the town officers and are especially appreciative of the cooperation 
and efforts of the Road Agent whom we feel has done an outstand- 
ing job within our budgetary limitions. We feel this to be true 
not only on the roads and bridges but on the care and maintenance 
of the equipment. 


We hope that before we see you at the Town Meeting you will 
have attended the School District meeting. Remember that the 
school budget accounts for half of the expenditures of the town. 
It is thus everyone’s responsibility that these funds be allocated 
wisely in the interest of both the town and our children.

To the School Board and Citizens of Wilmot: 


It is with pleasure that I submit to you the annual report of 
your schools. 


A. General Improvements 

Your school committee has been very effectively providing for 
the maintenance of the schools.

The floors are in excellent 
condition, the room is nicely decorated and is a cheerful class- 
room. There is a need for improved lighting facilities. A letter from 
the State Board of Health suggests that the fluorescent lights 
installed a year or so ago do not furnish sufficient light. Larger 
fixtures are needed to correct this defect and the State Board 
recommends that this be done. 


The fence which has been erected on the school grounds is a 
great improvement and adds much to the safety of the little ones. 


One item the School Board is strongly recommending is a new 
heating system for the Center School. Money in this year’s budget 
has been earmarked for this. It is not an extra item that can be 
gotten along without. It is a much needed necessity. 


B. Enrollment 

There has been an increase in the number of pupils in the lower 
grades this year. However, by assigning part of the 4th grade to 
Mrs. Langley at the Center School the extra load at the Flat 
School has been all right this year. At present there are 29 children 
in grades 1 through 4. That in my opinion is plenty for any teacher 
to handle in a multiple grade situation. 


This leaves five grades at the Center School, plenty for one 
teacher. Only one with experience could handle it. This situation 
is one that needs to be watched to see that overloading does not 
occur. At present reports she has 23 children. This is plenty for 
her to take care of. 
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C. Instruction 

The quality of instruction is excellent in both schools. The 
children have plenty of school supplies, an ample supply of good 
textbooks, supplementary books and the needed facilities for 
providing learning situations. The teachers are both first class 
instructors and are doing very fine work. It is my pleasure to have 
such fine personnel in the schools. I want to say that such learning 
opportunities are the goals for which we are striving in education. 
Such educational conditions as are prevalent at this time in 
Wilmot are highly desirable in any town or city schools. 


In closing, [ want to thank teachers, school committee members 
and people of the community who are making these things possible.
